A  RAILWAY  Y.V  THE  ROCK  T  MOLX- 
TAIXS. 

A  currespondctit  i  f  :1k  Denver  71r,n.  des¬ 
cribing  the  extrntloo  of  the  Denver  and  Rio 
Grande  railway  froti  Conejos  westward  toward 
the  San  Juan  country,  gives  these  picturesque 
btt*  He  says  : 

For  miles  the  railway  curved  amoag  the  hill*, 
keeping  sight  of  the  plains  sad  catching 
glimpses  of  the  village.  Its  luDuamerable 
windings  along  the  brows  of  the  hills  seemed, 
J,n  mere  wsntouncss,  a*  loth  to  abandon  so  beau¬ 
tiful  a  region.  Almost  Imperceptibly  the  foot- 
bllb  rbauged  Into  immntatui  aud  the  rsttsj* 
deepened  into  canon#,  sod  w1nd»K  around  the 
point  of  one  of  the  mountains  It  found  Itself 
overlooking  the  picturesque  valley  or  canon  of 
L»:  Pino#  ireek  Eastward  was  the  rounded 
summit  of  the  great  mountain  of  San  Antonio; 
over  the  nearest  height  could  be  seen  the  top  of 
Sierra  Blanca,  canopied  with  |>crpetual  clouda; 
In  front  were  castellated  erne*,  art  like  monu¬ 
ments  and  etupenfl.ms  p.-.  i  II „  a! 

lured  the  railway  Into  tb.-lr  av.-ful  fastnesses,  the 
mountains  seeuu-d  determined  to  baffle  Its  fur¬ 
ther  progress  But  It  was  a  strong-hearted 
railway,  and  althrtngh  a  little  giddy  1,000  feet 
above  the  stream,  It  cuts  It#  way  through  the 
crags  an.l  among  the  monuments  and  bears 
onward  for  miles  op  the  valley.  A  projecting 
poiDt,  too  high  for  a  cut  and  too  abrupt  for  a 
carve,  was  overcome  by  a  tunnel.  The  track¬ 
layers  are  now  bupy  at  work  laying  down  the 
steel  rail  at  a  poitil  a  few  miles  beyond  this 
tunnel.  The  grade  is  nearly  complefertfifor 
many  miles  furthtg.  From  the  present  eat  of 
the  track  for  the  next  four  or  five  miles  aKng 
the  grade,  the  scenery  Is  unsurpassed  bv  any 
railroad  sec u cry  In  North  America.  Engineers 
who  have  traversed  every  mile  of  mountain 
railroad  In  the  t'uloo,  assert  that  It  is  the  finest 
they  have  seen.  Perched  on  the  dizzy  moun¬ 
tain  aide,  at  ao  altitude  of  0,500  feet  above  the 
sea — greater  than  that  of  Vela  pass — 1,000  feet 
sbove  the  valley,  with  battlemented  crags  ris¬ 
ing  500  or  fifo  feet  above,  the  beholder  is  en¬ 
raptured  with  the  view.  At  one  point  the  ca¬ 
non  narrows  Into  an  awful  gorge,  appearently 
but  a  few  yards  Wide  and  uearly  1,000  feet  in 
depth,  between  almost  perpeudicular  walls  of 
granite.  Here  a  high  point  of  granite  lias  to 
be  tunneled,  and  In  ^is  tunnel  tne  rock-men 
are  at  work  drilling  and  blasting  to  complete 
the  passage,  which  is  now  open  to  pedestrians.

neighboring  summit*— heights,  depth,  distance 
and  color — corahtns  to  constitute  a  landscape 
that  is  destined  to  he  painted  by  thousands  of 
artists,  reproduced' again  and  again  by  photo- 
C-aphers,  and  to  adorn  the  walls  of  Innnmer- 
c  parlors  and 'galleries  of  art.  Beyond  tbe 
tunnel  for  a  mile  or  more  the  scene  is  even 
more  ptetoresque,  though  of  less  extent.  The 
traveler  looks  tlowd  Into  the  gorge  and  sees 
the  stream  plunging  in  a  succession  of  show- 
white  cascades  through  narrow  cuts  between 
tbe  perpendicular  rocks.

A  good  foreman  inaUat 
to  a  man  verbally  and 
way*  carry  a  sketch  block  or  pad  in  hi* 
pocket, and  where  drawings  are  not  used, will 
give  his  orders  on  paper  together  with*  rough 
sketch  if  required.  He  should  then  require 
tbe  workmen  to  file  away  those  orders,  thus 
putting  him  is  the  posseexion  of  the  neces¬ 
sary  evidence  to  defend  himself  in  care 
there  should  be  any  fault  found  with  the 
work  wheu  completed.  • 

A  foreman  should  realize  that  his  work¬ 
men  are  entitled  to  hi*  respect,  and  ho 
should  conduct  himself  in  suefa  a  manner 
that  wheu  he  moves  about  among  his  men 
they  will  feel  in  duty  bound  to  show  him  all 
the  courtesy  which  pertains  to  las  position. 
His  personal  habits  should  be  such  as  may 
with  profit  bn  imitated  by  every  man  in  the 
shop.  If  a  workman  get#  into  trouble  over 
a  piece  of  work,  a  kind  and  sympathetic 
foreman  will  always  help  auch  a  person  out 
of  his  difficulty. 

It  ia  wise  tor  a  foreman  to  employ  only 
the  best  language  toward  the  men,  for  the 
use  of  profanity  not  only  creates  an  enmity 
betweeu  the  foreman  aud  the  workman, 
but  also  destroys  the  ambitiou  and  interest 
which  the  Laher  should  always  manifest  tu 
his  work. 

A  foreman  should  be  systematic,  aud 
wherever  a  standard  or  certaiu  routine  can 
be  applied  to  any  branch  of  the  work  it 
should  be  done.  Tool*,  instead  of  being 
left  scattered  over  the  floor,  should  each 
have  a  particular  place.  Thu#,  both  the 
foreman  aud  workman  are  saved  the  ag¬ 
gravating  annoyance  of  searching  for  these 
tool*.  g 

Wheu  a  piece  of  work  ia  given  to  a  me¬ 
chanic  he  should  always  be  allowed  to  finish 
it,  for  one  ef  the  mo#t  disagreeable  things, 
aud  aho  one  of  the  uioet  humiliating  to  the 
workman,  ia  to  commence  a\j>iece  of  work 
aud  then  have  the  foreunuri  to  take  it  to 
some  oue  efcte  to  fiuixh. 

Finally,  %  model  foreuuiu  k]  ouUl  endeavor 
to  make  himself  *o  useful  to  his  employer#  i 
that  they  cannot  do  without  him,  Ukiug  the 
same  interest  in  managing  the  shop  aud 
studying  economy  with  as  much  care  os  if 
his  own  capital  were  invested  in  the  busi¬ 
ness.  The  mauufncturiug  world  is  looking 
for  artisaue  of  this  kind,  aud  any  poraou 
who  has  followed  the  <>p]>oxite  (dan  will,  by 
adopting  the  principles  herewith  outlined, 
be  agreeably  surprised  in  a  short  time  that 
he  can  make  progress  with  so  much  greater 
satisfaction  to  himself  than  ever  before.

REVORL'  oF  THE  THERMOMETER. 

Following  in  the  record  kept  kt  Marsh's 


Hot  Ice — A  correspondent  of  Xalure,  after 
numerous  experiment*  on  the  boiling  points  of 
■uhst  races  under  low  pressures,  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  be  possible  to  have 
•olid  Ice  at  temperatures  far  above  the  ordloary 
melting  point.  He  says :  After  several  un¬ 
successful  attempts  l  was  so  fortunate  as  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  most  perfect  success,  and  have  obtain¬ 
ed  solid  Ice  at  temperatures  so  high  that  It  was 
impossible  to  touch  tt  without  burning  one's 
self.  This  result  has  been  obtained  mauv  times 
and  with  the  greatest  ease,  and  not  only  so,  but 
on  one  occasion  a  small  quantity  of  water  was 
frozen  in  s  glass  vessel  which  was  so  hot  that 
it  could  not  be  touched  by  the  band  without 
burning  it.  I  have  bad  ice  a  considerable  length 
of  lime  at  a  temperature  far  above  ordinary 
boiling  point,  and  even  then  it  only  sublimed 
away  without  any  previous  meeting.  These  re¬ 
sults  were  obtained  by  maintaining  the  superin¬ 
cumbent  pressure  below  forty-six  ram.  of  mer¬ 
cury— that  Is,  the  tension  of  aqneous  vapor  at 
the  freezing  point  of  Water.  Other  substances 
also  exhibit  these  same  phenomena,  the  most 
notable  of  which  la  mercurial  chloride,  for 
which  latter  the  pressure  need  be  reduced  to 
only  430mm.  On  tbe  letting  in  the  pressure  the 
substance  at  once  liquifies.
